liver, spleen, stomach, and bowels: all 
of the internal organs were in good 
condition; there were a few marks on 
the body, a small one on. the chin; 
none on the exterior of the scalp. Af- 
ter the scalp was removed, there were 
observed external bruises over the 
right side of the head, above the right

long, and four inches -wide, and' this 
blow caused her death:* there was 
nothing on the exterior of the scalp 
to show the blow; it was evident oa 
the skull and on the inside of the 
scalp. and was evidently caused by a 
blunt instrument of some kind. Her 
hair protected the outside. 
There 


were no cuts or lacerations on the 
scalp. I found a few minor cuts or 
bruises on the top of the head: these 
were not indicated on the outside, 
but on the skull. There ware no de- 
pressions, no fractures, no injuries to 
bones, but there was black blood. 
There was a small clot at the base of 
the brain, and blood oozed out of the 
left ear. and the nose, indicating a 
blow, or something wrong in the 
head." 


Dr. Davis and other witnesses ex- 


pressed opinion that she could not 
have received

steps. The body 


when found was on the right .side 
head resting on an arm and 
feet 


crossed and it has been concluded that 
body was either placed there or she 
crawled to cellar herself after injur- 
ed and died. It is believed that the 
body had been in the abandoned house 
since last Thursday evening. 


The verdict of the jury was: 
'-"We find that Hazei B. Myers, came 


to her death (date unknown) by a 
blow- or blows on the right side of 
head, at the hands of a person, or per- 
sons unknown to the jury." 


Hazel Myers -was the daughter of 


Parker Myers, residing in Latimore 
township, this county, and in an in- 
terview he said: 


"She was a good girl until she came 


over here". I had no control over her 
when she returned there ten months 
ago. 
Some times when children go 


wrong, parents cannot help it. Hazel 
was home last August, but not since 
then. I would hear from her occa- 
sionally. Until she was is she was a 
good girl. I alway? said Carlisle was 
no place for her. She will !>e 1? years 
old in August."

Individual Treatment in School. 
What every woman knows, and has 


known since the beginning of the 
wor'd—namely, that her own child is 
an "exceptional" child—is just being 
discovered by school teachers. Dr. 
Lightner Witmer said so last week 
in a talk in Philadelphia on "The Ex- 
ceptional Child, at Home and in 
School." 
He as professor of psycho- 


logy at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania and recently visited Gettysburg 
Schools. 


Psychologists have 
been poking 


along, said Doctor Witmer. under the 
impression that only defective child- 
ren could oe called exceptional. They 
thought all normal children were just 
alike, and could be taught by whole- 
sale. Tbe retail method of instruction 
was what every child needed, Doctoi 
Witmer asserted, because every child 
was an individual. The child knew 
this about himself, his mother knew 
it. but the school teacher didn't know 
it. That schools ought to rub their 
own eyes and wake up to the fact was 
evidenced, the lecturer said, by the 
following present-day movements :

He then went to 2STew 
Wilmington, Lawrence county, and 
later moved to Gettysburg. After the 
war he returned to Hanover, where 
he resided until eight years ago. when 
he went to live with his daughter, 
Mrs. Milton G. Miller, in Washing- 
ton, D. C. 


He bears the distinction of being 


one of the oldest Odd fellows living 
in the country. Having been a mem- 
ber for 64 years. He joined Hanover 
Lodge m 1850. He transferred his 
membership to the Lodge, at New 
Wilmington, and later was transferred 
to Gettys Lodge, at Gettysburg, where 
he still retains membership. 


Mr. Baugher is a life-long Demo- 


crat and says that he laid the founda- 
tion of his Democracy in 1828, when 
out a boy of 9 years, and cheered 
wljdly for Andrew Jackson. He has 
voted a straight. Democratic ticket 
ever since, except in local polities, 
when he voted for the candidates he 
considered best fitted for the offices. 
regardless of their political affiliation. 


Mr. Baugber is the last surviving 


member of his family, only a sister- 
in-law. Mrs. George Baugher. of East 
Berlin, is yet living. Of his own 
household, two sons and four daugh- 
ters survive, as follows : Mr?. Clara 
B- Koiiler. of Hanover : Mrs. C- E. JP.

.Switzerland was 2,091,000 acres, repre- 
senting 20.2 per cent, of the total sur- 
face area of the country. In 1911 the
